Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserts that the claimed invention is distinct from the prior art in that it has 
an "additional casing" between the housing and the intake nozzle. However, Examiner stated that an "additional 
casing" may not distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. Applicant agreed to file a supplemental 
amendment clarifying that the intake nozzle is "radially separated" from the housing .
